MEETING OF THE BRITISH PARLIA- 
"MENT. 


(From Bell's Weekly Messenger of 20:h Jan ) 

The Meeting of Parliament is regarded, we 
be!ieve with eguul anxiety both by the Govera- 
meent and the great body of the people; by the 
Ministers, as the trial of their atsengthina 
contest rendered difficult hy the circumstances 
of the times; and by the people, as that fiv.n 
which they hope to receive «remedy, or at 
least an alleviation, to thé&ir distress. Itis ve- 
ry happy for tre peare of the world, and indeed 
for the very being af society, that is the na- 
ture of man, as a mob oroneof u mob, 'o be a 
gregartous animal ; always folowing anddeprn- 
ding upon his leader; and in all cases cf his 
own individuat difficulty or distress, willingly 
casting off from himself the borttea af his own 
defence, and throwing himself ensitely upeù 
his governors. Itis thus witirthe people and 
the Parliament. No one knows what to hope 
ander the present general pressure. But most 
of us are contitent that Variiament well do 
what is neeslful. 

The first object of the Parliament, we are 
told will be 10 consider the càuses and extent 
ef the national di-tress; aud the first quesvon 
upon this head wiil be, are the causer of th:s 
distre s temparery or permanent ? are they 
such which will die away of themselves, or Day 
be removed by parliamentary wisdom ? or vre 
they the actual and permanent falting off of the 
former sources of navigation, Caminerce, Má- 
nufactares, domestic trade, …d agriculture? 

Under this head we ourselves have nothing 
to add ta what we have so fuliv anr so freguent- 
Iy treated, Ia the course of these remarks, of 
if we may so call them, eraminstiens of our 
actual state, we have manifested, «s we think, 
(hat the, causes are not incidental and tem po- 
rary; that they have commenced, indeed, wich 
the peace, but that they are not the mere eltects 
of the transition from war to peace,—nor 
the mere ur isof a new state, wiich wol: pass 
away with the nevelity of such state; — ihat our 
navigation has been euminished because the na- 
tions of the Continent have resumed theirs. Ís 
this temporary, op Will hot W50se havens cont 
nue to enjoy and possess their cwn, as long as 
the continrnance of peace shall permit them P 
Our manufactures are diminished for two rea- 
sons; first, that the seme e ntinental nations ; 
having now lenure from the nevessity of self 
defenee to resume ther shuttles, have applied 
to such manufactures as wie peeuliarly their 
own ; and secondiv, because our taxes have en- 
tered into the price of our manufactured geode, 
the rate of wlich rerdestog them ton hugh for 
the continental market, has Compelled ‘hose 
nations to ‘manufacture for themseives. A 
third reason is, that the long durstion of the 
war not only gave birth, bat nursed and matu- 
red to full size many of those manufacturing 
establishments on the Continent, which had 
hitherto pecu'iarly belonged to ourselves. Our 
dom&tic trade (vetail end mechanic trade) 
have necessarily followed che diminutton of our 
general wealth. Our agriculture, has lost the 
overflowing capital ef our manufactures, and 
lands have become depreciated with the dimi- 
In this enu- 
Mmeration we can see nothing that is temporary, 
nothing which, either ceasing of itself, or being 
temoved by the wisdom of parliamen’, can 
reinstate usin that conditiun of overflowing 
trade and occupation, which at once enriched 
all of us. 5 

As respects the defalcatian of the revenue, 
our own humble views are the same. Instead 
of feeling any astonishment that it has fallen 
beneath the estimate of the minister, our own 
Surprise is, that it has not fallen more; and 
Our certain expectation is, that the deficiency 
next year will be still greater. The assested 
taxes must fall. The ercise must decrease, 
The forced expectation of our ezcess of gaods 


in store will Hikewise cease; and with it the: 


Customs witl fa}l. Atienatinn being a circum- 
stance of distress, and stamps being a duty up- 
on alienation, they will in that branch, per- 
haps, increase. But all taxes upon luxury will 
necessarily diminish. Everyone will save what 
he can, and the taxes vpon necessities with the 
More merciless ruin. 

As respects the Revenue, therefore, the ques- 
tion for parliamentary consideration appears 
to be very simple It isimpossible to raise our 
means to the level of our present expenditure ; 
our efforts, therefore, must be to reduce to the 
diminished level of one means, (Ecotomy has 
become self defence. Itis absurd for any mi- 
nisteca, os to speak stronger, for any govern- 
ment, to ezpect that the people will sacrifice

themselves «0 totally to support them in splen- 
dour ; and ina splendour rendered more inrvi- 
dious, as contrasted with the misery aroand it. 
We da not live in days in which tha whoie bo- 
dy of a nation can be 'earmployed as the old 
Egyptian kings employed their people,—in 
raising pyramids that they might earn their 
support, ont of those royal treasures which 
they them-elves had filed. We wish in a

And the ministers abandon a portion of their 
galaries, ‚& cirenmstance highly honourable 
both to his royal hìghness and his ministers, for 
ss, on the ene and. we do not thiak that the 
ezpence of upholding the dignity and splen- 
dour of the crown, and of such « crown as 
that of the British empire, has ever been too 
lavish; so, on the other, we have always 
thought that the salaries of our ministers are 
inadequate to the rank they-hold, and the du- 
ties they have to discharge.
